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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action in response to the above identified patent application filed on 
10/23/2003. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: I) 
the species of a variable area nozzle comprising rotatable vanes (claims 1-17); II) the species of a 
variable nozzle comprising vanes including at least one tapered stiffener and a spring opener 
(claims 18-28); III) the species of a variable nozzle comprising a circumferential support, a male 
tongue and a female groove (claims 29-33); IV) the species of a variable area nozzle comprising 
a concentric support and convexly contoured vanes (claims 34-74); V) the species of a variable 
area nozzle comprising a concentric support, self sealing convexly contoured vanes, two tapered 
stiffeners, interleaving tongues and grooves (claims 75-81); VI) a vane (claims 82-88); VII) a 
variable area nozzle comprising interlaced vanes, forming frustum-shaped conic sections (claim 
90); VIII) a variable area nozzle comprising a pivotable support, convexly contoured vanes, 
vectoring of nozzle (claim 91); IX) a process comprising interengaging convexly contoured 
vanes, springs, SMA actuator, controller, magneto-rheological brake, damper and rotary sensor 
(claim 92); and X) a variable area nozzle comprising a support, trapezoidally shaped vanes 
(claim 93). The species are independent or distinct because elements required for one specie are 
not necessary or recited for the other species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
